thirty-six hours prior to the final 
deadly assault Richer made upon him 
Itst Thursday night.

That It 
must' have been so is borne out by all 
the testimony, direct and constructive 


With the poor body battered ami 


bruised and torn by the fiend who 
tortured him it Is not to be considered 
that the boy was in any way of get- 
ting »l>-F.ve Hundped Wound*. 


Five hundred wounds and scars on 


the body, from 150 to 200 having M 
,the evidence of teeth m.arks. tel the 
tale or horror -written -by Mose Richer 
on his Cedar Creek township farm. 


Such a condition of the human body 


is beyond comprehension.

Dr. Kesler and Dr. McEvoy solemn > 


: aver that there can be no possibility 


of exaggerating the torture to which 
the boy was subjected. 
His torturer had made It a repeated 


dally practice evidently 
to maltreat 


him. When this man-type of lncarnate 
cruelty felt fury ravening within h m 
he sprawled over his helpless victim 
and upon his flesh and blood glutted 
Ills hate and slaked his ferocity. 


A Horrible Possibility. 


Of the violation 


Kesler says: 


of the 
body Dr. 


"Many of the cuts and 
abrasions 


had the appearance of having been In- 
flicted after death. I believe that after 
the story of the cows tramping the boy 
to death had been fabricated Richer 
deliberately violated the 
remains in 


•such a way as he thought would .lend 
color to the lie by trying to give fresh 
wounds the appearance of having been 
Inflicted by the hoofs of cattle. In the 
light of Rlcher's confession of having 
beat the boy against the house and of 
l.*ing engaged in an attack when ac- 
tually the boy died/- I have no doubt 
that some of the wounds were inflicted 
in the manner and for the reasons I 
have stated." 


Mass of Wounds and Sears. 


Wounds and the scars of 
recent 


wounds literally covered the little fel- 
low's body. From his crown verily to 
the ends of his toes-his body was a 
festering, 
hideous 
mass 
of 
sores. 


Wounds gaping wide and livid with 
the anger of tortured 
flesh 
showed 


where the human jackal's teeth had 
Veen sunk and then ripped away bear- 
ing a mawfui' of the most horrid meat 
that ever ministered the hunger of 
passion. 


by human teeth. Each finger, each toe 
bore the marks of teeth. 
Qut of the 


feet masses of flesh had been borne 
away in the jaws of a fiend. Across 
the buttocks was a broaC ana sicken- 
ing sore as large almost as the double 
palm of a man. 
That was inflicted 


when Richer held the boy on a hot 
stove while he screamed In hla help- 
less agony. 


Cannot Be Printed. 


Then there were Injuries of detail so 


sickening and of a nature so foul and 
Ignominious as only language unfit to 
print is adequate to describe. 


To legally

wretched thing of bruised, torn, raw 
and rotted flesh and broken bone* had 
died It was that Coroner Kesler and 
Dr. McEvoy set about their soul *tck- 
enlng task In a little tipper room of 
Rlcher's farm house. 
That the blood clots on the br«ln re- 


sulting from the terrible mauling the 
boy received outside the hou»e la»t 
Thursday evening were the immediate 
cause of death was easily determined. 
But that these Injuries only a little set 
forward the time of death the physi- 
cians are certain. 


Dying by Inches. 


"The boy was dying already and no 


doubt had been for several days," say* 
Dr. Kesler. "The terrific assault on 
his young vitality, the torture of hun- 
dreds of.- ounds and a septic condi- 
tion of 'ine blood ensuing from .them 
unquestionably sealed the boy's fate 
for sooner or later, had he not • suf- 
fered from the cruelties of Richer's 
final assault. But there cannot be any 
question raised that the Boy died un- 
der Rlcher's hands. 
He was beating 


him, as he and his wlfc-'"-"v confess, 
when the breath went forever out of 
his body. He might have survived for 
several days and he might have died 
within a few hours, without the effects 
of his last beating, but'how a human 
being could long sustain himself In 
such a state of abused flesh and ter- 
ror of mind as were true of Charlie 
Coats I would be unable 
to under-

The woman asked Noble to notify 


the neighbors, but instead of going di- 
rectly Mrs. Sprague says 
he would 


start and" then return, attempting to 
console her. This he did several times, 
but finally spread the alarm. 


Noble was arrested and brought to 


this city. He spent Sunday with his 
brother a few miles from here, and 
says he returned about 10 o'clock last 
night and went to bed. Noble says he 
came down stairs when Mrs. Sprague 
called him and had not left his room 
previously.

For days Charlie Coats had under- 


gone the indescribable 
torture that 


marks this most unique crime. How 
many times during the last half dozen 
days of the hapless lad's -life Richer 
.had fallen upon him to glut the raven- 
Irtg of his ferocious hate no one but 
Richer and his awed wife may say. 
But it must have been many times. 
Dr. Kesler and Dr. J. B. McEvoy, who 
conducted the autopsy of the post- 
mortem for the coroner, agree that the 
larger number of the 
hundreds of 


wounds must have been Inflicted with- 
in four or five days of the boy's death. 


Body a'Shocking Sight. 


When the coroner took charge of the 


remains it presented a. fearsome pic- 
ture to the gaze. 
Swollen, distorted, 


beaten. Tended arid horribly discolored 
It was to nothing human that it bore 
resemblance. 
Scalp, face, trunk and 


extremities bore common testimony to 
the fact that Rlcher's ferocity in at- 
tack discriminated not. The head was 
a soggy pulp of blood-sodden hair, and 
macerated flesh. -At the base of'the 
brain was the wound that released the 
boy from the hate of his torturer. 
It 


was Inflicted when Richer outside the 
house seized the lad.and with the mul- 
tiplied strength of .'passion 
beat his 


head against the side of the dwelling, 
causing brain concussion flhd hemorr- 


cven bound up with cloth to protect 
them from the chafing and the dirt of 
his miserable clothes.' The only min- 
istrations of any sort that appear to 
have been offered the lad were appli- 
cations of a home-made concoction of 
turtle oil and turpentine. What virtue 
there may have been in the turtle oil 
I am unable to say, but I am sure It 
was wholly destroyed by the applica- 
tion to raw flesh of such a fiery irri- 
tant as turpentine." 


Fought Against Turpentine. 


It appears that It was 
In 
conse- 


quence 'Of resistance to the application 
of the turpentine compound that the 
lad suffered some of the more violent 
of Richer's frenzied atiaclts. 
Richer 


says he believed the fiery liquid would 
heal the wounds. The belief of those 
mo.s't familiar with the detail's of this 
crime is that Richer applied It with 
deliberate purpose to .add to the In- 
tensity of the boy's suffering. 


That Richer almost from the time 


he began to harbor the lad treated 
him 
unkindly is the 
testimony of 


neighbors, although they do not be- 
lieve he tried to subject him to any 
sort of cruelty to compare with what 
the killing of the lad has shown'to 
have been his later experience. Last

twenty years the agent of the Allen 
County Humane society, had his at- 
tention called to Rlcher's mistreat- 
ment of the boy. Richer was brought 
Into the circuit court to give account 
of his guardianship of the orphan and 
U' was there'testified against him by 
the boy that Richer had bitten him.
